English and is endeavoring to perfect his conxmaid of the lan- 
guage. He advised addlticnally that the subject works evexT^ 
day except Sunday and that on Sunday he takes his children 
to Sund ay School and spends the day otherwise with his family. 
JOHN ARTUKOVICH, brother of the subject, according to BRIGGS, 
just bou^t the subject and hla family an automobile which 
Mrs. ARTUKOVICH drives, BRIGGS advised that the ARTUKOVICH 
family has little company except for his brother and that he 
had been unable to observe any activity on the part of the 
subject or bis family that was In any way suspicious. 



BACKGROUND AND LBG/iLITY OP RESIDENCE IN THE U.S. ; 

On May 3 , 19W Mr. FRANKLIN DAVIS, Officer in Charge 
Iiomigration and Naturalization Sex*vice, Santa Azm, California, 
advised that he had Just conflated investigation concerning 
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AIiOIS AKICH« with alias Andrlja Artukovlo, bis wife* ANNA 
MARIA ANICKf with alias Marla Artukovio and their three 
ohildren KAT.IRINA, AUR£A and RAIX)SLAU. The phildren ap- 
parently are also known hy the names or Vlsnja Mori J a 
Artukovlct Zorioa Doroteja Artukovio and Rado&lau Artukovio. 

Further details oonoeming the names oT the subject and of 
the individual raembors of his family are set forth below* 

DAVIS advised that he was making the investigation 
because the subject and his family were presently in the United 
States under Da^gratlon Bond and they had requested a Con- 
gressional Act to declare themselves Displaced Persons In 
order that they might permanently reside in the United States* 

Mr* DAVIS* report reflects that this family of five 
persons was admitted at New York via piano on JUly 16. 194^ 
under Section 3(2) of the 1924 Act to Ootober 15# 194o; sub- 
aequently their stay was expended to April 17# 1949* All are 
under Bond of (^00 each* He'r entry was made under the fic- 
titious namos .U.OIS ANICH, -\NHA M.VHLI ANICH, KATARINA 
4VUHEA ANICH and RADOSLAU ANICH* They entered with Irish 
Certificate of Idontifioation Issued in Dublin* Ireland in- 
stead of with proper Passports* The record of Admissions 
as maintained by Ibsaigration and Naturalisation Service re- 
flooted that the mal e adult alien wae destined to his sister- 
iz^law LUCILLE AHTUROVIC In Los /uigeXea# California and that 
t he a dult female alien was destined to her slator* LUCILLE > 

AZmUKOVICH in liOs Angeles* The ohlldren aooooqsanled theou 

DAVIS' report refloots that the adult alie na wore 
interviewed by him on April 2.Q, 1949 in his office* to deter- • 

adna the circumstonoos surrounding their entry and the 
reasons for their use of fictitious names* as well as to > 

deteraine what they wox^ doing In this country* how main- 
tained* etc* 

Mr* ARTUKOVIO* the subject* said that he was a | 

.politloal refugoo who heA been forced to use another xicmte 
.In order to get cut of Europe* He claimed that he had had i 

to txNivaX on doctsaenta made up In Swltsbrlond aa he woa ^ 

bhablo to got a peaspox^ from hia native co unt r y ^^oh la ! 
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now in tho hands of tho Coytixunlat Party which he opposed, 
.\R!TUK0VIC stated that ho did not have the travel document a 
In his possession at the tlmo of interview^ as he had sent 
thorn back to Ireland for extension. Ho presentod ^diat D.WIS 
boliovod to bo authentic identification for himself and his 
children all under tho name of /iRTUKOVIC, 

ARTUIvOVIC stated that he had been a practicing 
attorney in his heme town of Gospic^ Croatia prior to World 
War II and that he was able to retire from his profession 
in 1932 in order to atudy in propoi»atinn for a Professorship. 
;JITUK0VIC stated that he had traveled extensively in Europe 
and in Groat Britain for a few years until his arrest for * 
political activities ut Belgrade, Serbia* He claimed to have 
been in custody for fifteen days^ tried and found not guilty 
of such activities. 

^RTITKOVIC allegedly wont to Berlin in about 1936 
to study. In Berlin he was arrested by tho Gestapo at tho 
request of the Yugoslavian government. After a ^ort term 
In camp, he fled from Ytigoslavia and went to Budapest, 

Hungary whore ho remained until the formation of tho Croatian 
State in about 1941* He then retumod to Croatia and became 
its Minister of Interior* later Minister of Justice and final- 
ly tho President of . the State Council being stationed in 
Zagreb until May 1945 when the country collapsod and was 
overrun by Communists from surrounding coxin tries and Russia. 

Subject alleged that he fled to Austria, his wifo’s 
country, and from there to Switzerland. Ko later wont to 
Ireland and from there, to tho United Statos. /iRTUKOVIC 
alloged that he and his family ore Romanian Catholics and 
havo never bcun Comraunists. He alleged his opposition to 
that group. 

ARTUKOVIC presented a letter signed by Rovorand 

STEPHEW^kCKOVIC DD of **0in'..Lady_pf the Sacred Howt of 
Jeaus R.C. Church”, Lackawanna, Mew York^dated' 23 , 

1949 w^b tha^ ho had been Seorotab^ tot Arch-Bishop: 

/iLOYSnW^raPIH/iC of Zagreb who la now in prison in Yugo- 
slavia. ^Ihe letter con tinued that Reverend LACKOVIC per- 
sonally knew that ARTUKOVIC was very active in cazu^i^ out the 
wishes of Arch-Bishop STEPIHAC. 
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^ilRTTJKOVXC allogod to D/.VIS that he waa not engaged 
in any sort of activity but that he spends all his time read- 
ing and studying the English language and other subjeots. 

He explained that hla brother JOHN M, ARTUKOVIC had let him 
and hio ramily live in one of hi a houses and that the bro- 
ther pays all expenses. He alleged that his bz*other is a 
well-to-do contractor^ dol g business with a cousin^ PETER 
ARTUKOVIC with office a at 13305 South San Pedro Strootj 
Los Angeles, 

Subject alleged that he had no moons of his own, 
DAVIS advised that questioning of the subject *s wife veri- 
fied the statoiQonts made by subject, Sho denied that she 
had ever boon associated with the Communists or any other 
political group, 

DAVIS* report concluded that -iiRTUKOVIC wets Minister 
of Interior, later Minister of Justice in the government sot 
up at Zagreb, Croatia in the spring of 19li.l and before the 
end of that governnent, was President of the State Council, 

His report continued that from such histories 
as Were locally available. It would appear that the Croatian 
government was one of the Axis dominated govommonts set up 
after tho Gormans overran that area. It was the government 
headed by ANTE>^VOLIC, . an Anti-Contaunist but pro-Nazi dic- 
tator, "n 

The 1940 Croatia Almanac listed one Doctor i\!H)RIJA 
ARTUKOVIC of Svlcarska as a momber of tho Scorotariat of 
the Organization **Croation National Representation for tho 
Indepondenco of Croatia”, This Individuol is believod iden- 
tioal with tho eubjeot. 

Confidential Informant SD T-1# another government 
agoncy conduotlng intelligoncc investigations, submitted 
1-nfoimation from Italy in 1943^ the source of the Inforzaant's 
information and tho relia bil ity of It is unknown. The inf 01 *- 
mation is that ANDRIJA ARTUKOVIC (believed Identical with 
subject), comes from Dalmatia, Ho is a Croat lawyer, who 
left the country in 1932 and '^oome one of PAVELIC*a most 
active oollaborators In the work of terrorism organised by 
Italy against Yugoslavia, Ho was deeply Involved in tho 
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Marsdlllea assassination* ARTUKOVIC was arrested by the 
French police and handed over to the Yugoslavian authorities 
by whom he was eventually releasedi He flod to Berlin where 
he wast arrested with one JJiLlG and another Individual in 
July 1937 was released under supervision* 

VRien the headquarters of the ITstasi noved to Berlin 
In 1937 ARTtJKOVIC took charge. He Joined PAVELIC In 1941 
and became Minister of the Interior in PAVELIC *s puppet gov- 
ernment. 

The Information oontlnued that AHTUICOVIC was regarded 
by those who knew him as a "desquilibre”* ^Jhe JELIC referred 
to la believed to be BRANXMIER DRO^EVIC , who also used 
the alias ANDRIJA ARTUKOVIC. 

Confidential Informant T-2, of known reliability, 
fumlsbed Information from an undisclosed source of unknown 
reliability, that JKLIC was In the United States in 1939 dur- 
ing which time he appeared to be active on the part of the 
movement for the Independence of Croatia, At a hearing be- 
fore a Special Board of Inquli^y on February 20, 1939 which 
was held vltdi reference to JELIC's stay in the United States 
he adbaitted using the name of ANDRIJA ARTUKOVIC In order to 
allow an individual of that name to obtain credentials for 
admission to the United Spates. 

Confidential Informant T-2 furnished information 
from an undisclosed source of unknown reliability that one 
IVAN ARTUKOVIC In Los Angeles had a brother by t^ name of 
ANDREW ARTUKOVICH, who was a lawyer in Hungary, who was try- 
ing to come to the United States to take over the work of 
Doctor JELIC when JELIG returned to Europe* This was appar- 
ently In coxmeotion with the organisation known as Hrvatski 
Domobran \diich was indicated to have been formed by JELIC 
in 1931 and was a Croatian organization* JELIC reportedly 
left South ibnarlca In 1934 for the United States in order 
to organize Croatian Separatists movement here* 

Confidential Informant T-2 advised that the Hrvatski 
Domobran was organized in New York City In 1934-1935 on a 
nation-wide scale In an effort to unite the Croatians in the 
United States behind one Doctor ANTE PAVELICH and his move-

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ment to establish an indopondent State of Croatia* Infor- 
mation available to Confident! glI Info nnanJ T-2 indicated 
that considerable activity was conducted in the United States 
by the Domobran in that direction* Following the Invasion of 
Yugoslavia by Germany in April 19i|l* PAVBLICH was set up as 
Dictator of Croatia under the protection of Axis powers. The 
Hrvatski Domobran was sstinsibly disbanded in June 19iA# 
being claimed that the purpose for which it was originally 
organised^ had been realized. 

On February 6, 1942 the records of XAHL^ROMPOTICH 
of Forest Hills ^ Pennsy^ania were made available to the 
FBI by his wife, HEIiEJJ*t(HOMPOTICH* She stated that her 
husband KABX*0, was for many years Treasurer of th^p^^H^atski 
Domobran which she stated was on organization, fomea Jfor ' 
the pm^pose of cplleoting money in the Uziitod States. to be 
used 'in defense of Croatian patriots accused of having mur- 
dered King ALSXAKDER of Yugoslavia* Her hxrsband was Treas- 
urer as long as the collection of funds was carried on* 

The records of KARLO KROMPOTICH consisted of cor- 
respondenoo received by him from 1935 to 1940 from persons 
in the United States end abroad who made contributions to a 
fund administered In Pittsb\irgh, Peiinsylvania by a committee 
known as the Croatian Katlonal Committee or the Croatian 
National Representation for the Independence of Croatia* 

The records reflected that this organization sent funds to 
Doctor ANDRIJA ARTOKOVIC at Budapest and in Paris in 1936 
and 1937 In the total amount of $425«00* On May 17/ 1940 
$50»00 was sent to ARTUKOVIC* 

Confidential Informant T-1 advised that it had 
received information from an undisclosed source of unknown 
reliability that as of October 1942 ANDRIJA ARTUKOVIC was 
Minister of Jxistlce and Religion In the recons truoted gov- 
ernment* As of May 1943 It was indicated that ha was Mini- 
ster for the Interior* Confidential Informant T-3# another i 

government agezxcy conducting Intelligence ixxvestigationsj I 

advised on May 11, 1943 that It had detemined from on un- 
di sclo sed source of ui^own reliability/ that Doctor ANDRIJA 
ARTUKDVIO was one of the Secretaries of the Croatian Naticsial 
itepresentatlon and head of the *'Cz^atian Oaste^o^* 
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was rurther stated therein that Doctor AKDRUA 
ARTUICOVIC among others « was sent to the United States in 
1930 for the purpose of cclleoting funds (apparently for this 
organization). It also stated that JOHN M. ARTUKOVIC (appar- 
ently the brother of subject) was Interviewed on August 6 , 
19142. He stated that he was a member of the Domobran Ustashe 
and was President thereof in 1930/1939 and 19 U 0 (this appar- 
ently refers to the organization In Los .Angeles) « 

It was stated by T -3 that Doctor ANDRIJA ARTUKOVIC 
”Head of the Croatian Gestapo” was his brother but that ho 
had not heard from him since 1939 * 

IVAN METKOVICH was intarvlowed by Confidential In- 
formant SD T -3 in 1942, METKOVICH was Secretary of the Los 
Angeles Branch of the Domobran. He stated that JOHN A. 
ARTUKOVIC transmitted money to his father to defend Doctor 
ANDRIJA ARTUKOVIC in Yugoslavia. 

ANDRIJA ARTUKOVIC was stated to have been in London 
when King ALEXANDER of Yugoslavia was assassinated. England 
turned subject over to Prance which country, in turn, gave 
him to Yugoslavia because it was believed that he had a hand 
in the assassination. METKOVICH stated or informed to 
Confidential Infoiroant T -3 that ANDRIJA ARTUKOVIC at that 
time was the head of PAVELIC*s Gestapo. 

Confidential Informant T- 4 / known reliability, 
advised that JOHN A. ARTUKOVIC of Los Angeles, Cal ifornia 
la an uncle of the subject and that JOHN M. ARTU KOVIC is his 
brother. According to this Informant, JOHN M. ARTUKOVIC 
was the President of the Hrvatakl Domobran in the Los Angelos 
area. 

In 1944. Confidential Informant SD T- 5 t of known 
reliability^ advised that the Domobron first flourished 
in the early thirties vdien through PAVELIC it first became 
an organized party for the independence of Croatia. This 
source stated that the ARTUKOVIC family were among the moat 
ardent supporters of the organization due to their Intense 
hatred for the Serbs. This souroe stated that early in the 
thirties, JOHN A. ARTUKOVIC and JOHN M. iVRTUKOVIC visited 
Europe where they net the subject who at that time reported- 
ly was a member of PAVELIC* a cabinet in the puppet government 
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of Croatia* This source stated that it was his belief that 
the subject inspired his uncle and brother to return to this 
country to foster the Domobran* 

Confidential Informant T-1 advised in 1946 that 
it had received information from on iinidentlfled source of 
unknown reliability that ANDRIJA ARTUKOVIC was Minister of 
the Interior in the Independent Puppet State of Croatia 
imder the leadership of POGLAVNEC ANTE PAVELIC. ARTUKOVIC 
was '‘Keeper of the Seal” and was last known to the source 
available to Confidential Informant T-1, to be in the British 
zone of occupation in Austria* 
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
